(For the Daily News, 

Curiosities from the Secretary of 
State’s Office. 

BnoruEn Woopson : Being a news- 

paper man, you will be pleased with 

some account of two old papers, dis- 


covered by Dr. Howerton, the present 
able Secretary, in his office at the Capi- 
tal, having been used in binding two 
account books of a few pages of old 
style, unruled foolscap, and which are 
preserved in part in excellent condition. 

The eldest of these infants of the 
press is 108 years of age, published in 
London, in February, 1765, on Monday, 
and is styled The Gaeettecr and New 
Daily Advertiser. Under this head 
were four columns, about as wide as 
those of the Biblical Recorder, which is 
one face of the folio, and is numbered 
in the upper corner 11,222, the number 
of the pages. The advertisements of 
Drury Lane Theatre and Covent Garden 
are the iirst which arrest the eye—the 
one presenting an opera, the second 
that magnificent old play, “Coriolanus.” 
Then follows a characteristic piece of 
self-puffery: * * “From the 
PoLIck.— The extensive sale of The 
Gazetteer and New Daily Advertiser, 


(jeined to the variety of chan- 
nels through which it passes.) 
has been the means ot detect- 


ing so many ROBBERIES, and of 
apprehending so many OFFENDERs, that 
it may be proper to give this public 

notice, that for the future, all informa- 

tion of this kind, sent to Bow Street, 
will be constantly inserted in THs 

PAPER: And if such information are 
properly attended to by pawnbrokers, 

— silversmiths, stable keepers, 

uyers of second hand clothes, etc., few 

robberies will escape detection; especial- 

ly if all persons robbed make use of 
this same paper to advertise their losses 

in.—J. Fielding.” 

Following this announcement comes 
the advertisement of a benefit for “Miss 
and Master Mozart,” fora Concert at 
the Haymarket ; and then patent medi- 
icine ydvertisements, a la Helmboldt, 
with communications addressed “To the 
Printer,” written in the usual frothy, 
rhetorical style. 

Dissmyssing this ancient chronicler, 
we now turn to the “Cape Fear Mercu- 
ry,’ published 104 years ago, at Wil- 
mington, December 8, Friday, 1769. It 
opens with a dissertum upon taste con- 
tinues with an epitome of London news, 
and thus fills the first three short, broad 
columns of its first page. The second 
and third es are likewise used, with 
the exception of a long advertisement 
of the arrival of a Brigantine, with all 
kinds and sorts of goods to be exposed 
to sale and vendue. 

From the news items, for specimen 


purposes, I clip the following : 
Leros. It is very eentidentl, «ec 


serted that the three great men at the 
head of the law, the army and the navy, 
have each of them assured a certain 
great patriotic earl of their entire at- 
tachment to his Lordship’s opinion on 
public affairs, and are ready to co-ope- 
rate in any measure bis lordship shall 
propose whenever he pleases to step 
forth again.” 

“The ministers from France, Spain 
and Naples, in some audiences they have 
lately had with the Pope, have again 
insisted, that his holiness shall abolish 
the order of Jesuits; but he told them 
that it was an affair of so great impor- 
tance, that it required time to consider 
it properly ; so that it is not likely to be 
soon determined.” 

Among the advertisements is one for 

two runaway slaves, recently imported 
from Jamaica ; who can speak och 

and English pretty well, one of whom 
is accustomed to a ‘Petteanger,’(whatev- 
er that may mean, since I have searched 
Webster in vain.)and whose ‘back!shows 
he has frequently undergone the discip- 
line of the whip.’ Another is from 
Lewis Williams, Sheriff of Onslow, sta- 
ting that four likely negro men had 
been apprehended, neither of whom 
spoke English, but all having on striped 
Dutch blankets. Besides these is a 
card of thanks from a merchant, who 
proposes during the scarcity of cash to 
to take furs, bees-wax, &c., in ex- 
change, and then comes a list of local 
notices about Wilmington, &c. I cite 
the following: 

Here for instance is the manner in 
which a suicide was announced : 
“Last week a man was found dead, 
about tweuty miles from; this town; 
it is thought he was unhappily his own 
executioner.” |That is better than the 
modern term.— En. News.

And then comes the following sensa- 
tional news item: One of the houses 
curried off the island of Dominica, with 
its inhabitants, in the late inundation 
there, was met with at sea, and the peo- 
ple taken out and carried to Martinico.” 

With the following item of Colonial 
intelligence I close, giving an account of 
an ancient discovery, of which I have 
heard before. After the lapse of a hun- 
dred years this item of news turns 
up to corroborate the truth of a popu- 
lar legend in Eastern Carolina. Says 
this old paper: ‘ We hear from Hyde 
county, in this Province, that as some 
people were sinking a well, they found

The Great Fire in Portland, Ore- 
488563 Estimated Loss of 81 
306,006. 

PonrAN D, August 3.— The fire yes- 
terday commenced at 4:20 a, m., and 
read over the entire block before the 
steam fire engines were applicd, and the 

Metropolitan Hotel was burned to the 
ground. Soon after the fire broke out the 
wind raised and caused it to spread in 
all directions, so that when the Salem 
fire department arrived seven blocks 
had been consumed. They stopped the 
farther progress of the fire northward, 
but when all available assistance had 
arrived there were only seven engines, 
The subdued fire was half a mile in 
length and a quarter of a mile wide. As 
fast as it was suppressed in one direc- 
tion it broke out in another, while new 
fires, supposed to be the work of incen- 
diaries, were continually being discoy- 
ered. The fire only ceased for the want 
of material. Among the losses are two

THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND- 
MENTS. 

In order that the people may vote un- 
derstanéingly on the amendments to 
the Constitution, at the ensuing elec- 
tion, we deem it necessary to give in 
full the clauses in that instrument 
proposed to be altered, together with 
the alterations themselves. 


FIRST: IN RELATION TO THE PUBLIC 
DEBT. 

The present Constitution in Article J, 
Declaration of Rights, provides as fol- 
lows : 

“Sec, 6. To maintain the honor and 
good faith of the State untarnished, 
the public debt, regularly contracted 
before and since the rebellion, shall be 
regarded as inviolable and never be 
questioned ; but the State shall never 
assume or pay, or authorize the collec- 
tion of any debt or obligation, express 
or implied, incurred in aid of insurrec- 
tion, or rebellion against the United 
States, or any claim for the loss or 
emancipation of any slave.” a 

This section is amended by striking 
out the first clause down to and inclu- 
ding the word “but,” so that the 
amended clause in Article I will then 
“Sec. 6. The State shall never as- 
sume or pay, or authorize the collection 
of, any debt or obligation, express or 
implied, incurred in aid of insurrection 
or rebellion against the United States, 
or any claim for the loss or emancipa- 
tion of any slave.” 

Another alteration in 
public debt is provided for in the same 
amendment, by striking out section 4, 
Article V of the present Constitution, 
which is as follows: 

“Sec, 4. The General Assembly shall, 
by appropriate legislation and by ade- 
quate taxation, provide for the prompt 
and regular payment of the interest on 
the public debt, and after the year 
1880, it shall lay a specific annual tax 
upon the real and personal property of 
the State, and the sum thus realized 
shall be set apart as a sinking fund, to 
be devoted to the payment of the pub 
lic debt.” 

So that the above section will be en- 
tirely stricken out and the amended 
Constitution will not make it compul- 
sory on the Legislature, by express lan- 
guage, to provide for the payment of 
interest and principal of the public 
debt. 

SECOND: IN RELATION TO THE OFFICE 
oF SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

Article III, section 1, of the present 
Constitution names among the other 
officers of which the Executive Depart- 
ment shall be composed, a Superinten- 
dent of Public Works, who sball be 
elected for a term of four years by the 
qualified voters of the State, at the same 
time and places, and in the same man- 
ner as members of the Genera] Assem- 
bly. | 

The amendment proposes to strike 
out the words “Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Works” wherever they occur in the 


Constitution, thus abolishing that 
office. 
THIRD: IN RELATION TO THE STATE 


In the present Constitution, Article 
II, the following provision is made for 
taking a State Census: 

“See. 5. An enumeration of the in- 
habitants of the State shall be taken 
under the direction ot the General As- 
sembly in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and'seventy-five, and at the end 


wf every ten years thereafter; and the 
said Senate Districts shall be so altered 
by the General Assembly, after the first 
session after the return of every enume- 
ration taken as aforesaid, or by order of 
Congress, that each Senate District shall 
contain, as nearly as may be, an equal 
number of inhabitants, excluding aliens 
and Indians not taxed, and shall 
remain unaltered until the return of 
another enumeration, and shall at all 
times consist of contiguous * 
and no county shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senate District, unless 
such county shall be equitably entitled 
to two or more Senators.” 

The amendment proposed to this 
Article is to strike out all that precedes 
the words, “the said Senate Districts,” 
in section 5, and to strike out the phrase 
‘tas aforesaid, or,” the parts so stricken 
out relating to the census, so that the 
section as amended will read : 

“Sec. 5. The said Senate Districts 
shall be 80 altered by the General As- 
sembly at the first session after the re- 
turn of every enumeration taken by order 
of Congress, that each Senate District 
shall contain, as ‘nearly as may be, an 
equal number of en 
aliens and Indians not taxed, and sha 
remain unal until the return of 
another enumeration, and shall at all 
times consist of contiguous territory; 
and no county shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senate District, unless 
such county shall be equitably entitled 
to two or more Senators.” 

The object of this amendment is to 


do away with the unnecessary expense 
of taking a State census under the direc- 
tion ot the General Assembly, inasmuch 
as the same work is done by the nationa! 
Government. | 

FOURTH: IN RELATION To EXEMP- 
TIONS FROM TAXA Tron. 

The present Constitution, Article v. 
Revenue and Taxation, provides as fol- 


lows: — 
„Sec. 6. belonging to the 

State or to — corporations, shall 
be exempt from taxation. The General 
Assembly may exempt cemeteries, and

“Sec. 6. Property belonging to the 
State, or to municipal corporations shall 
be exempt from taxation. The General 
Assembly may exempt cemeteries, and 

roperty held for educational, scientific, 
— charitable or religious pur po- 
ses; also weuling yo arms for mus; 
ter, household and kitchen turniture,the 
mechanical and agricultural implements 
of mechanics and farmers, libraries and 
scientific instruments or any other per- 
sonal property, to a value not exceed- 
ing three hundred dollars.” 

Firru: IN RELATION TO TRE UNI- 


VERSITY. 

The present Constitution, Article LX, 
has the following on the subject of the 
Unisersity at Chapel Hill : 

“Sec. 5. The University of North 
Carolina, with its lands, emoluments 
and franchises, is under the control of 
the State, and shall be held to an insep- 
arable connection with the free public 
school system of the State.” 


The amendment proposes to strike out 
this section entirely, thus severing the 
University from the common school sys- 
tem, and insert the following in lieu 
thereof, so that the amended Constitu- 


tion shall read : 

“Sec, 5. The General Assembly shall 
have power to provide for the election of 
trustees of the University of North 
Carolina, in whom when chosen shali be 
vested all the privileges, rights, franchi- 
ses and endowments heretofore in any- 
wise granted to or conferred upon the 
trustees of said University; and the 
General Assembly may make such pro- 
visions, laws and regulations, from time 
to time as may be necessary and 2xpedi- 
ent forthe maintenance and manage 
ment of said University.” 

The following sections of Article IX, 
relating to the University, are also 
stricken out : 

Sections 13, 14 and 15, relating to 
the ‘appointment of trustees by the 
Board of Education, and the officers 
powers and rights of the trustees. These 
matters will hereafter devolve on the 
Legislature, if the amendment relating 
to the University is ratified. 

SIXTH: IN RELATION TO THE SESSIONS 
OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

The present Constitution, Article II 
Legislative Department, provides as fol 


lows : 

“Sec. 2. The Senate and House ot 
Representatives shall meet annually on 
the third Monday in November, and 
when assembled shail be denominated 
the General Assembly.“ 


This section is to be amended by 
striking out the word “ annually,” and 
ioserting in lieu thereof the word 
“biennially,” so that the section amend 


ed shall read : 

“Sec. 2. The Senate and House of 
Representatives shall meet biennially on 
the third Monday in November, and 
when assembled shall be denominated 
the General Assembly.” 

This amendment also strikes out the 
word “annually in section 6, Article 
III, and inserts the word “ biennially,” 
in reference to the requirement of the 
Governor to communicate to the Gen- 
eral Assembly each case of reprieve, 
commutation or pardon. 

SEVENTH : IN RELATION TO THE CODE 
CoMMISSION. 

The present Constitution, Article IV 
Judicial Department, makes the follow- 
ing provisions concerning the Code 
Commissioners : | 

“Sec. 2. Three Commissioners shall 
be appointed by this Convention to re- 
port to the General Assembly at its first 
session after this Constitution shall be 
adopted by the people, rules of practice 
and proce - — — with the 
provisions o foregoing section, and 
che Convention shall provide for the 
Commissioners a reasonable compensa- 
tion. | 
Sec. 3. The same Commissioners 
shall also report to the General Assem- 
bly as soon as practicable, a code of law 
of North Carolina. The Goyernor shall 
have power to fill all vacancies occur- 
ring in this commission.” — 


The amendment proposes to strike 
out both these sections, thus abolishing 


the Code Commission. 
EIGHTH : IN RELATION TO FEDERAL AND 


OTHER OFFICE-HOLDERS. 
The present Constitution, Article 
XIV, provides as follows: 


“Sec. 7. No person shall hold more 
than one lucrative office under the State 
at the same time: Provided, That offi- 
cers in the Militia, Justices of the Peace, 
Commissioners of Public Charities and 
Commissioners appointed for special 
purposes, shall not be considered officers 
within the meaning of this section.” 


The amendment proposes that this 
section shall read as follows : 


“Sec. 7. No person who shall hold 
any Office or of trust or profit under 
the United States, or any department 
thereof, or under this State or any other 
State or Government, shall hold or ex- 
ercise any other office or place of trust 
or profit, under the authority of this 
State, or be eligible to a seat in either 
House of the General Assembly: Pro. 
vided, ‘That nothing herein contained 
shall extend to officers in the Militia, 
Justices of the Peace, Commissioners of 
Public Charities or Commissioners for 


special purposes.” 

There were eighteen smendments 
Originally proposed, but the eight 
above specified were all that passed the 
General Assembly by the requisite two- 
thirds majority. 

These eight amendments are to be 
submitted separately for ratification or 
— at the election to be held on 

ursday, the seventh day of August. 
Any person qualified to vote may vote 
for or t each amendment, with 
& written or printed ticket with the 
words “For Amendment,” or “Against 
that 
maj e ular vote 

will be duly ratified. A — or all of 
them may be either ratified or rejected.
